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REPORT FROM SEBRING 


This report is being written from 
a Porsche point of view, and mentions 
only in passing that Fangio/Behra in 
a factory Maserati were lst over-all; 
Moss/Schell in a factory Maserati, 2d 
over-all; Hawthorne/Bueb, factory Jaguar, 
3rd over-all; Gregory/Brero, private- 
owned Ferrari, 4th; Hansgen/Boss, in 
a Cunningham Jag, 5th; Collins/Trint- 
ignant, factory Ferrari, 6th; and the 
Marquis de Portago/Musso, factory Fer- 
rari, were 7th over-all. 8th and 9th 
over-all were our bugs - but more im- 
portant, they were first and second in 
Index of Performance as well as first 
and second in Class. Art Bunker and 
Charlie Wallace - both PCA'ers - drove 
the winning Spyder #44. Jean Pierre 
Kunstle and Ken Miles piloted the se- 
cond place Spyder #45. Both of these 
winners were privately owned cars. 





The 1957 Florida International 12- 
Hour Grand Prix of Endurance was run 
during weather which was fine for the 
spectator but which took an appalling 
toll of brakes. It is doubtful whether 
any of the cars running at the finish 
were without some degree of difficulty 
in the brake department. 


Yes, even the Porsches were plagued 
with brakes that were more than tired 
at the finish. In fact, Spyder #44, 
winner in Class and Index of Perfor- 
mance, was substantially without brakes 
during the last hour. The same story, 
more or less, was true of the rest of 
the Porsche engines. 


In spite of this and other mechan- 
ical difficulties which were the rule 
rather than the exception with the 
Porsches,we can all be proud of their 
performance. Repeatedly, we heard the 
comment often in awed tones that "the 
Porsches are fabulous". And this just 
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about sizes up the situation for with 
just a little bit less of the bad luck 
that seemed to be following the Porsches 
the story maywell have been even more 
fantastic than it actually was. 


The factory Spyder #41, which at 
the tail end of the 12-hour grind be- 
came sick, was, unofficially, running 
in fifth place, and for a while, the 
Scott/Bott-driven private entry #42 
was also well up in the standing. The 
latter car also revealed a temperamen- 
tal side. It became jammed in second 
gear, and was forced to go ‘round and 
‘round inthis somewhat maddening man- 
ner for about three hours, if memory 
serves correctly. 


The race was not many hours old when 
Crawford's #43 Spyder was out in the 
esses with a broken ring gear and pin- 
ion. This was quite a disappointment 
since this car sounded very sharp and 
was running well. 


Speaking of sharpness, the factory 
Spyder #41 was a real "bearcat", very 
sharply tunes, and was quite notice- 
ably faster off the turns and in the 
straights than any of the other Spyders. 
This car repeatedly made mincemeat of 
much larger iron - it's quite a sight 
to see a Spyder eat up a monster like 
the production Corvette which, inci- 
dentally, is no slowpoke,. 


Spyder #45 was very fast and well- 
chauffeured. However, it very mys- 
teriously was lapping slower after the 
fir st few hours. The answer, it de- 
veloped, was that top gear was gone, 
and of course this reduced its straight- 
away speed. (Incidentally, Herr Dramm 
informed us that all Spyder drivers 
had been instructed not toexceed 7500 
rpm.)

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There is almost no manner in which 
to describe the excitement and noise, 
color and smell, elation and letdown 
of a race like Sebring. Machines, men, 
Florida sun -- everything combined to 
make a Carnival-like atmosphere. But 
the drivers andowners and mechanics 
had no holiday, but work and worry to 
furnish the spectacle which is Sebring. 


Activity in the pits was at fever- 
pitch, from the first day of practice 
right down to the finish. Mechanics 
worked all night readying their cars 
for the grueling race only to have to 
do it all over again when drivers re- 
ported engine or handling troubles. 


An interesting note here--Bunker's 
#44 had brake troubles the second day 
of practice and required a new set of 
shoes. Wolfgang Rietzl, head mechanic 
for #44, did the repair job, and then 
adjusted the clutch. On a final spot 
checkup, his "eye looked too far" and 
he discovered cracks in the transmis- 
sion casing. He was up until sunrise 
installing a new transmission housing 
but as his car won, it was worth it. 


But it was towatch the driving that 
the spectators came. And the driving 
was tremendous. Fangio indeed demon- 
strated why he is the maestro. That 
man is so good that he is unspectacu- 
lar. We watched him through the esses 
and sharp right lap after lap, always 
in the same groove, smoothly - almost 
leisurely, until we noted his lap time 
or saw him in traffic and then we rea- 
lized what a piece of driving we were 
seeing. 


And then, Stirling Moss would come 
barrelling through -- this man is as 
spectacular as Fangio is unspectacular. 
We never spotted him with both hands 
on the wheel at any one time. In the 
esses, he was driving with one hand, 
using the other alternatively to wave 
thanks to smaller iron, which let him 
by, or to shake his fist at some car, 
which had not; in the straights, Moss 
(doing about 185!) would casually un- 
screw his Mason jar and tilt back his 
head to get a drink. His driving re- 
minds one a lot of a modified stock 
driver's -- he drove deep into turns, 
and high, and seemed to kick the rear 
end of the car around the corner, 


In the Porsche department too, the 
driving was top flight. Herbert Linge 
and V. Hanstein drove Carrera #40 like 
a bomb, until it sickened and finally 
stalled after a spinout. The Carrera 
was in production touring class, and 
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was among the top ten until its diffi- 
culties developed. 


Some of the excitement in the Porsche 
pits was due to speculation as to who 
would co-drive #41 with Hans Hermann. 
Juhan, who had been slated to drive, 
was unable to enter the U. S. because 
of visa technicalities, so at the last 
minute, Baron von Hanstein, the team 
captain, decided to codrive with Her- 
bert Linge in the Carrera #40 and as- 
signed Jack McAfee to drive #41 with 
Hans Hermann. The position #41 main- 
tained until the last half-hour shows 
what kind of driving these two did. 


Kunstle and Ken Miles in #45 drove 
very smoothly and looked particularly 
good in the esses even after their top 
gear had gone. That they wound up 9th 
over-all credits their driving skill. 


And now, the winners -- Art Bunker 
and Charlie Wallace. Both deserve the 
highest praise for their tremendous 
achievement. They drove consistently 
and smoothly. #44 was Art's car, and 
he started the race, leaving to Charlie 
the thrill of crossing the finish line. 
When the flag dropped and the fireworks 
flared, two very tired, excited boys 
went to the finish line to be awarded 
a tremendous pile of trophies. In ad- 
dition to their own trophies, car #44 
also won the pit award for excellence 
of work performed by its mechanics. 


The team award for the second year 
went to the MG-A's. This team and the 
little Renaults were the only teams 
remaining intact at the end ofthe day. 


And so Sebring ended. It was a day 
of excitement and reward for some, dis- 
appointment for others. It had its 
moments of humor - Mike Hawthorne look- 
ed awfully foolish in his monstrous 
Jag which refused to start until the 
three Renaults were abreast of him (he 
soon caught up however) - and its mo- 
ments of stark tragedy. This year's 
running marked the first fatality, and 
heartfelt sympathy is extended to the 
family of Bob Goldich, whose Arnolt- 
Bristol, incidentally, was co-piloted 
by PCA'er Bob Ballenger.

REGIONAL NEWS 
Connecticut and Westchester Regions 


If the first event of 1957 is any 
indication, the Connecticut and West- 
chester Regions of PCA are in fora 
busy and fruitful year. About 50 mem- 
bers, prospective members and wives 
attended a dinner meeting at the home 
of Lucas Ziluca, Westchester area re- 
gional executive, on January 24, 1957. 


Luke served as master of ceremonies 
and after welcoming remarks, introduc- 
ed the first speaker, Karl Grassow, 
Parts Manager of Hoffman's. Since an 
informal poll of PCA'ers taken a short 
while ago showed that they were most 
interested in technical assistance, 
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the entire program featired this theme. 
Mr.Grassow explained the difficulties 
involved in keeping the entire eastern 
seaboard stocked with Porsche parts, 
and told the meeting that the fastest 
way to obtain parts is to work with 
the nearest authorized Porsche dealer, 
He assured everyone that the main con- 
cern of distributors and dealers is to 
provide satisfactory service. Asa 
matter of fact, all speakers kept to 
this advice -- the best, fastest, and 
most satisfactory method of obtaining 
service or parts is to go through lo- 
cal channels, starting with dealers, 


Erich Filius, U. S. representative 
for the Porsche factory, was the se- 
cond speaker. He traced the history 
of the Porsche car, starting with Dr. 
Porsche's desire to build a high per- 
formance sports car, based on VW con- 
ponents, but built to the highest 
standards of quality. (The original 
estimate of the total world market for 
these Porsches was perhaps fifty. No 
more would be made because there would 
not be any further demand:) Mr.Filius 
also explained the new dealer organi- 
zation for the U. S., which the fac- 
tory feels will result in more satis- 
factory service and distribution for 
Porsche owners everywhere. There will 
be fewer dealers than now, but they 
willbe stronger dealers, stocking a 
complete parts supply and more able to 
deliver cars and parts quickly. The 
new system will assure you proper ser- 
vice at authorized Porsche dealers. 





Herbert Dramm, Porsche Factory En- 
gineer, was the final speaker. Mr. 
Dramm's talk was a summary, and later 
he answered questions put to him by 
members and guests concerning various 
phases of service on Porsches, includ- 
ing the factory's recommendations on 
multiple viscosity oils (don't use '‘'em), 
and what causes excessive wear on the 
steering forks (keep your cotton pick- 
in' hand off the gear shift lever at 
stop lights). 

The meeting concluded with movies 
and announcements of the events sche- 
duled for March and April.

THE LIME ROCK COURSE 


The new road racing course at Lime 
Rock, Conn. is 1-1/2 miles long, for 
the present. We understand that at 
least one more mile will be added in 
the not too distant future. Some, better 
qualified to judge than we, speak of 
the course as "phenomenal". The wide 
road has a hard, black top surface, 
with a finish coat to be added as soon 
asweather permits. There are shoulders 
of packed gravel, or banking of gravel 
and sand for the full length, with 
spin-out areas where needed. The start- 
finish straight is 2640 ft. long. You 
will find sweeping rights, a sharp 
banked left, a right-left chicane, a 
short steep grade and a downhill turn 
which leads back to the finish straight. 

The paved pit area, reached via an 
overhead bridge, is inside, parallel 
to and about 100 feet from the start- 
finish line. Water and air will be 


piped in, electric welding equipment 
and tank gasoline will be available. 
A wider area for brake testing is at 
one end, 





The all-important spectator has not 
been forgotten. A parking area ina 
field ona low hill outside the start- 
finish straight is a grandstand in it- 
self. Another parking area in the in- 
field,reached by the overhead bridge, 
will have vantage points, too. All 
this in an unusually picturesque set- 
ting. Connecticut's PCA'ers and New

CLUTCH VENTILATION 


In the course of further technical 
development of the transmission for 
the type 356A, ventilation openings 
are being provided in the bellhousing 
beginning with the below mentioned 
transmission numbers: 


Type 1500GS as of transmission #8667, 
Types 1300, 1300S, 1600, 1600S, as of 
transmission #10036. 


The ventilation openings on the 
transmission type 519 take the form of 
drilled holes and on transmission type 
644, they are cast in as slots. 


The ventilation is important in that 
it provides high temperature relief 
and prevents expensive corrosion to 
the starter commutator. Therefore, it 
is recommended that allcars whose 
transmission housings have no ventila- 
tion openings, especially where the 
clutch is subject to great strain, be 
modified as indicated. This work can 
be effected on the installed trans- 
mission, and it would be wise toco- 
ordinate it with some contemplated re- 
pair job where the engine must be re- 
moved anyway. 


The transmission bell housing type 
519which is already provided with vent 
holes should be modified by joining the 
holes, to form slots, as indicated. 








Where no opening is provided, a series 
of 5/8" holes should be drilled, and 
these joined, by filing an opening of 
approximately 5/8" x 1-5/8". 


Illustration 1 shows the modified 
housing, with the throwout bearing in 
position. Slot A serves as inlet and 
should be in the center of the hous- 
ing. Slot B serves as exhaust. The 
edges should be champered as far as 
possible so that the air which leaves 
approximately tangently will not meet 
too much resistance. See Illustration 
2 - Direction of drill.

The slots must be 1-5/8" long, and 
5/8" wide. The distance of the exhaust 
openings from the housing joint is 
13/16", see Illustration 2. In order 
to be able t0 lay out the slots quickly 
and accurately, the two templates given 
can be used. 


Step-by-Step Procedure 





1. Remove engine and detach throw- 
out bearing. 


2. Cover starter pinion. 


3. Lay out and center punch holes 
for both slots (for position of tem- 
plate in housing see Illustration l-- 
dotted line). 


4. With a hand drill, drill out 
holes to 5/8" diameter (see Illustra- 
tion 2). 


5. Join the drilled holes into a 
slot, by means of a rotary file or a 
hand file. 


6. Remove chips and dirt from the 
clutch housing. Remove cover from the 
starter pinion. 


7. Reinstall throwout bearing.

REDESIGNED TRANSMISSION COMPONENTS 


Newer Porsches now being delivered 
have a redesigned transmission hous- 
ing. Cars will now be equipped with 
a new transmission type #644, instead 
of the transmission type #519, as has 
been used in the past. The most im- 
portant modification was made on the 
transmission housing itself. It is now 
being constructed as a so-called tunnel 
housing. 


Bearings of the transmission drive 
shaft and the supports for the drive 
pinion bearings were also modified. 
Due to the one-piece design replacing 
the split gear case, it is now possible 
to disassemble and assemble the trans- 
mission gears and differential sepa- 
rately with transmission removed. This 
eo simplify repair work considerab-

Transmission drive shaft and drive 
pinion are completely assembled, press- 
ed together into the intermediate plate, 
and after selector fork adjustment, 
installed into the housing as a com- 
plete subassembly. See Figures 3 and 
4. 


The synchronizing elements and their 
respectiv forward speed gears have re- 
mained unchanged and the present spare 
parts numbers still apply. 


Together with the modification of 
the transmission housing, the trans- 
mission designation has been altered. 
The consecutive transmission numbers 
beginning with 11001 will be stamped 
horizontally on the bottom of the 
transmission housing.

1. The sealing lip of the oil seal 
must face toward the steering box. 


2. Press the oil seal against the 
shoulder of the adjusting sleeve. 


3. The oil seal is seated in the 
adjusting sleeve somewhat deeper than 
the felt gasket and therefore does not 
run at the same location on the steer- 
ing worm. Prior to installation, the 
steering worm surface must therefore 
be checked for any irregularities to 
avoid damaging the oil seal lip. If 
necessary, refinish the steering worm 
surface, 


4. When inserting the adjusting 
sleeve, provide the steering worm with 
a protective sleeve to avoid damaging 
the oil seal on the serration.

EXCESSIVE OIL SEEPAGE FROM STEERING BOX 


In the past, several Porsches have 
had excessive oil loss from the steer- 
ing box. As of the more recent cars, 
an oil seal F 400/16x24x7 is being fit- 
ted to the steering worm of all types 
of cars instead of the felt gasket No. 
47.08 installed in the past. This new 
oil seal should eliminate all future 
oil loss problems. 


This oil seal can be fitted to the 
steering worm of all earlier models, 
replacing the felt gasket. Prior to 
fitting the oil seal, make sure that 
the steering worm is free of any grooves 
or scoring where the seal is fitted to 
it. 


When fitting the oil seal, the fol- 
lowing points should be observed:

NEW SIDE CURTAINS FOR THE SPEEDSTER 


Jesse Adams has come up with his 
solution for waterproofing the Speed- 
ster successfully after several abor- 
tive attempts at gluing rubber strip- 
ping around the edges of the side cur- 
tains to form extensions, drilling holes 
to let accumulated water out, stuffing 
cracks with waxed paper, enveloping 
car and all in a butyl cover, writing 
the factory ("...complaints about the 
leaking side curtains and the top cover 
are very seldom...due to the fact that 
most customers are aware...that the 
Speedster is a Roadster with just an 
all-weather top", was the answer), to 
looking wistfully at ads for the too- 
expensive fiberglass tops. 


However, his solution came after a 
careful examination of the fibergiass 
top ads, where he saw that Plexiglas 
was used for the side curtains. Here 
is his story: 


Plexiglas 3/16" thick was obtained 
for a few bucks and the outline of my 
curtains traced on the paper covering 
allowing an inch over for each of the 
forward and top edges and curving for- 
ward in a sort of beak at the forward 


upper corner to fill in the triangular’ 


area between the top and windshield 
frame that caused the trouble. These 
blanks were sawed out on a bandsaw. 


When the curtain is in place there 
is a bend outward along the lower edge 
where it meets the door, so that the 
leatherette roll on the top of the door 
is protected and water won't collect 
there. How to make this bend worried 
me but finally two pieces of angle iron 
were clamped with the Plexiglas between 
them and hot water ami steam were play- 
ed along the fold while maintaining the 
C-clamps holding the work tight. This 
worked, but a simpler solution is to 
heat the Plexiglas over a stove so that 
the plastic is an inch or so from the 
heat source and there is no tendency 
for the flame to lick up and over the 
plastic. Practice on a piece of scrap 
until you can soften it enough to make 
a controlled bend by pressing it on 
the formica sink top or porcelain edge 
of the stove. Be careful here, as the 
desired softening point is very close 
to the melting point. It is impossible 
to heat the whole lower edge at once 
and make a clean curve of it, and you 
will have to heat about 6" at a time, 
bend it a little, and then the next 
section and bend, etc., until you have 
worked over the whole length of the 
bottom edge several times and gotten 
a fairly desirable angle. Check with

the car for proper curvature from time 
to time and don't make both sides the 
same—there is a right anda left side. 


Now, shape the front edge with a 
coarse file, so it will fit along the 
windshield frame when the window is in 
place and the door closed. Don't fit 
it to its final shape until it has been 
mounted, 


Next comes the mounting. I made 
brackets from pieces of brass rod and 
flat brass stock brazed on at the pro- 
per angle. I would recommend however 
that you file off the rivets from the 
mounting brackets of your old side cur- 
tains and use those brackets for the 
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new window. In the installed position 
the forward peg slides forward to en- 
gage a transverse pinin a notch in the 
peg. Wedge this peg forward in its 
locked position, and insert the rear 
fitting into its hole. Have a trust- 
worthy friend hold the window up against 
the brackets from outside while you 
are inside and scribe the holes for 
mounting on the Plexiglas. Fit care- 
fully here as unwanted holes are a bit 
hard to fill up. I'd suggest enlarg- 
ing the holes in the brackets to take 
a 10/32 or even a 1/4"-20 brass machine 
screw. Drill the plastic for clear- 
ance holes for the screws. These holes 
can be made egg-shaped for slight ad- 
justment if necessary. Mount the win- 
dows and take a drive -- it's bright 
inside, and you can see out! I found 
the leather hold-down strap unneces- 
sary even with the top down, but suit 
yourself -- it's easy to do. 


On to the finishing now. You will 
probably want to heat the top edge a 
little to bend it to fit snugly against 
the inner flap of the top and you may 
have to trim a little off the window, 
so that the outer flap will flip over 
the window and cover the edge when the 
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door is closed. Note, however, that 
everywhere you bend the window you'll 
get optical distortion. The upper for- 
ward corner will probably have to be 
bent inward a little to conform to the 
curve of the windshield, and the win- 
dow may require notching to clear the 
edge of the forward bow where it clamps 
on the windshield frame. Then bend and 
so shape the forward lower corner as 
to avoid forming a scoop for rain and 
so it doesn't dig into the paint. 


Trim the forward edge of the window 
to leave an even gap from top to bottom 
of about 3/32" and glue on a strip of 
rubber weatherstripping such as "Door 
Tite" sold in auto supply stores. The 
window may be beveled inwardly so that 
the rubber isn't squeezed out and off 
when the door is closed but it should 
be squeezed tightly against the wind- 
shield frame when the door is closed. 
Cut and glue other pieces of weather- 
stripping as indicated, and there you 
are!! It may leak a drop or two ina 
AES. rain - but that's better than 
a ood in a shower. 


If you do not have a 1600 with the 
demisters, it may cloud up inside, but 
I just wipe down as needed to see. It 
is possible to make a sliding panel 
for ventilation. Go to it. 


You can obtain a commercial solvent 
for gluing at any plastics store, but 
chloroform will make a fairly good ce- 
ment if you clamp all glued surfaces 
until they are set. Be careful of any 
scratches on the plastic as it's very 
soft. 


One word of caution, however. In 
some states, plexiglas is against the 
Motor Vehicle Code, because it is not 
shatterproof. Check for this. But as 
the fiberglass tops used Plexiglas, I 
thought I'd try (and succeeded).
